Governor’s Proclamation. 

At the Good Roads convention, 
held at Eminence in July, a tem¬ 
porary state organization was ef¬ 
fected for Kentucky, and the meet¬ 
ing adopted a resolution lookin to 
a permanent state organization of a 
Goed Roads association nt a meet¬ 
ing of the State fair in Louisville, 

Thursday, September 17, 1008, and 
the meeting requested the Gover¬ 
nor of Kentucky to invite all the 
people of the stato to attend or 
send representatives to that meet¬ 
ing,so that it might be large enough 
and representative enough to in¬ 
terest the whole state in the move¬ 
ment for good roads. 

The resolution has the heartiest 
sympathy of the governor, and for 
the sake of Kentucky and the com¬ 
fort, hnppinesB and convenience of 
our people, I invite all the people 
who take an interest in good roods 
to attend the meeting to be held 
at the State fair in Louisville on 
September 17, 1908, to effect a 
permanent organization of a Good 
Roads association for Kentucky. 

It is earnestly hoped that the 
fiscal courts, which liuve charge of 
road construction in the several 
comities, should attend in bodies 
with their road commissioners and 
supervisors, as far ns possible, and 
that the county judge of each 
county and the mayor of each city 
will appoint at least five delegates 
to this convention, and that each 
commercial club or board of trade 
should also send at least five dele¬ 
gates, and the State Development 
association and ell representatives 
of tho press and every one inter¬ 
ested in the buildiug and koeping 
up of good, safe public highwayr 
are earnestly invited to attend.
